When the collection was sold, it was the property 
of William H. Woodin who had removed some of the gold rarities and silver 
dollars beforehand for his own collection. The remainder of the silver coins and 
choice large cents and half cents, however, were offered intact. The plates were 
prepared by Edgar Adams and fifty illustrated copies were supposedly issued but, 
like so many other photographically illustrated sale catalogues of the period, the 
majority seem to have vanished into the ether. Only four or five have come up 
for sale in the past quarter century or more. Elder termed Mougey a “numismatic 
seer,” noting in the foreword to the catalogue that “He prized only those coins 
which were beautifully preserved, only the ones which turn out to be the most 
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valuable today...His coins came from notable sales, including the Mickley, 
Winsor, Bushnell, Parmelee, Frothingham, Cleneay, Maris, and others...In point 
of general fine preservation of the pieces, such a coin collection has never been 
offered either privately or publicly in America...”

Perhaps the most lavishly executed work on American numismatics ever pub¬ 
lished. The author relates in the introductory text “that Mr. Jefferson, as early 
as 1789, entertained the idea of publishing an account of all American medals, 
struck up to that time,” but it remained for Loubat to publish the first extensive 
work on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His 
sumptuous work on the Official Medals struck by the authority of the United 
States marked an epoch in our medallic history.” A resident of New York City, 
Loubat inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 review from The New-York 
Sun notes that, “instead of squandering his life in social or profligate idleness, 
devote(d) it to the manly sport of yachting and to the study of that branch of 
numismatics which deals with medals.” Loubat was also an early benefactor of 
American historical and numismatic research and, as the title suggests, was a 
inveterate “joiner.” Cleveland Amory’s 1960 Who Killed Society? contains a most 
entertaining account of Loubat’s famous 1881 brouhaha with the Union Club of 
New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members after tendering 
a payment of $1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with a certain Henry Turnbull 
on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not 
married: “Nobody would have me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired 
why he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat 
allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten years to 

-her daughter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke was never made 

public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from the 
Club. At one point in the controversy Loubat was prepared to challenge Turnbull 
to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, Loubat never again passed 
through the Union Club door, though he lived until 1927.

The unique prototype photographs present here are, each in their own way, 
unusual and quite interesting. The first plate, numbered “1” on the back in pencil 
and generally corresponding to the published Plate I, depicts colonials and is 
inscribed in pencil: “sharpen this side if you can” [referring to the bottom left 
side of the plate], and is further inscribed in pencil: “OK, (signed) H Chapman, 
5/11/16.” The Massachusetts silver coins shown on the upper portion of this plate 
actually appear to be sharper, if a bit darker, than those depicted in the published 
version. The second plate, unnumbered, is completely unattributed and depicts, at 
the top, both sides of the following ten United States eagles: 1795,1796,1797 small 
eagle, 1797 heraldic eagle, 1798/7 nine stars, 1798/7 seven stars, 1799 small stars, 
1799 large stars, 1800, & 1804 eagles. Illustrated below are both sides of sixteen 
quarter eagles, 1796-1827. None feature lot numbers. The black background on 
the left side (40%) of the plate is washed out; the right side (60%) is bright, due 
to the application of a brushed finishing solution. The third plate, numbered “3” 
on the back in pencil and generally corresponding to the published Plate III, also 
features ten lot numbers in pencil on the back, which correct coins, mostly Bechtler 
pieces, mis-numbered on the plate itself. The fourth plate, designated “Plate 4” in 
pencil on the back, depicts 1793-1800 large cents and features larger lot numbers 
and coin images grouped together more closely than those in the published 
Plate IV. The fifth plate, designated “Plate 5” in pencil on the back and generally 
corresponding to the published Plate V, depicts 1800-1817 large cents and features 
two lot numbers in pencil on the back, which correct two images of 1807 cents, 
mis-numbered on the plate itself. The coin images are also grouped together more 
closely than those in the published version. The sixth plate, numbered “6” on the 
back in pencil, generally corresponds to the published Plate VI, except that none 
of the 1817-1835 large cents depicted have been numbered.

Martin Folkes (1690-1754), noted English anti¬ 
quary and numismatist, was chosen a fellow of the Royal Society at age twenty- 
three. On the death of Sir Isaac Newton, he became a candidate for the presi¬ 
dency of the society but was defeated by Sir Hans Sloane. In 1741, however, he 
succeeded Sloane. The following year he was made a member of the French 
Academy and in 1746 he received honorary degrees from Oxford and Cambridge. 
Folkes became president of the Society of Antiquaries in 1749/50, remaining so 
until his death in 1754. He was the author of several numismatic works, among 
them his Tables of English Silver and Gold Coins, the earliest comprehensive work 
on English coinage. William Hogarth (1697-1765), was a major English painter, 
printmaker, pictorial satirist, social critic, and pioneering editorial cartoonist. 
He both painted and engraved portraits of William Hogarth. Flis excellently 
engraved portraits and satiric engravings were issued in various free-standing 
works and in several collected editions. The portrait present here is a finely 
impressed, rich image, apparently an early impression (perhaps the first), issued 
in the eighteenth century by the English publisher, John Boydell (1720-1804), 
who was noted for his fine reproductions of engravings.

(with his name and a Greek inscription printed below which is not present here). A 


fine tribute by Joan Martin to three great numismatists, including Southgate, 
appears in the 1961 festschrift entitled Anglo-Saxon Coins: Studies Presented to F. M. 
Stenton on the Occasion of his 80th Birthday, 17 May 1960. The Reverend Southgate 
(1729-1795), was the son of a farmer. In later years he inherited considerable wealth 
and, in the last decade of his life, assembled a remarkable collection of Anglo-Saxon 
pennies, selecting only the finest specimens available. Martin writes of Southgate: 
“His knowledge of the Anglo-Saxons was unrivalled in his day and his learning in 
history and numismatics was generally equalled by few. Apart from a few sermons 
Mr Southgate never published anything, although at the time of his death he had 
been preparing a history of the Anglo-Saxons and Danes in England based largely 
on their coinage. It is apparent, however, that he rendered valuable assistance to 
others in preparing their publications, for there is hardly a numismatic work of the 
period that does not contain some tribute to his help.”

Now named the Deauville Beach Resort, its promotional material recalls that “The 
Deauville, as it was then known, was the center of Miami Beach’s glamorous 60’s 
lifestyle, where Frank, Dino and Sammy romped while John, Paul, George and 
Ringo made history.” And for a brief period in early 1974, as documented here, it 
became the home of the numismatically rich and famous.
